It is believed that tbe long lost San 


Saba mine ha* at last been rediscovered 
by J. W. Brack, a photographer of San 
Antonia, Tex. Tbe tradition of the fab- 
ulous richness of this none M weli 
known to the people of Texas and Mex- 
ico. It was originally discovered 1% 
centuries ago and was worked for abou' 
M vear« by the Spaniards. The old 
Sanish leooixU still in the archives of 
too state of Coahnila, Mexico, at Sal- 
ttilo, give a history of this mine and 
state that it produced in the 80 yeare 
that it was worked $34,000,000 of al- 
tar. 


The miner* were massacred by Indi 


ana. Tbe latter obliterated all surface 
indications of the propmty, and al 
though many expeditions went in search 
of is none of them met with success un- 
til 1883, wben two ancles of J. W. 
Brack of this city, went to Jfenard 
cooncy to look for it. They had made a 
dose study of tbe records of the mine, 
and after a few weeks' search they 
found the old shaft. They explored the 
workings! of tbe mine and found, a 
great mass of rich ore in sight. Tbe 
Indians made an attack on them as they 
were returning to San Antonio, and one 
of the brothers was failed. The other 
brother was taken seriously ill soon aft- 
er his return home and died. Os his 
deathbed be made a written record of 
the exact location of tbe mine. This 
record was Sled away with some old 
papers and remained undisturbed until 
lately, wben it waa brought to light 
aad turned over to 3. W. Brack of this 
eity. Brack at once went to Menard 
county, and by aid of tbe written record 
be had no trouble in finding the exact 
location of tbe famous mine.—St Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

According to the returns just publish- 


ed by the Pasti-or institute at Fans, 
fully 10 per cent of the patients treated 
there owe their iujnries to the bites of 
cats afnicted with hydrophobia. These 
wounds aro considered by the medical 
officers in attendance to present a great- 
er degree of danger than the bites of 
mad dogs, not because there is any dif- 
ference in the virus, but because, in the 
first place, the teeth of cats, being more 
pointed than those of dogs, inflict a 
deeper \vonnd, and also because a mad 
dog -usually fastens his fangs into the 
arm, the hand or the leg, while a cat 
invariably jumps for the face of the 
person it attacks. The nerve centers are 
far more exposed in the face than in 
either tho anna or legs, and hence the 
virus enters into tbe circulation more 
rapidly by means of a bice in tho face 
than thronph one elsewhere in the body. 
It, may be added that tho returns of the 
Pasteur institute for the last year show 
that 1 per cent of the patients who have 
8-jbiaitted themselves to treatment have 
beea fcitteu by mad cows.

This query 
w-is suliiuiti«-<i lor answer iu Tbe Rural 
Ni-w Yorker. Among other replies came 
tbe foHuwiug from L. W. Bouham of 
Ohio. Mr. HouUarn writtas: 


The first (jui-j-aou involves more than 


ordinary shrinkage. J have meaAired 
wheat at the tiuie of thnuhwg and 
again after it had been stored in the 
gruuary several jaontla, but find that it 
is very difficult to arrive at a satisfac- 
tory answer. The problem involves sev- 
eral factors, such as the degree of dry- 
uf-K.-i of the groin, tightness of the 
grauarv, tbe number of rats, mice and 
fowls that find access and so on. If 
graiii be abnormally dry when it is 
thrashed and be held until spring with- 
out any loss from rats, mice, fowl* and 
thieves, there will be little or no loss of 
weight. There may be a gain. If tbe 
wheat be taken out during a thaw, 
•when the air is warmer than the wheat 
in tbe granary, overy grain collects a 
little dampness, and by the time it has 
been sacked and hauled to tbe scales tbe 
increase iu weight may be considerable. 


Professor Brewer several years ago 


reported for the government the at- 
mospheric influences on wheat from tbe 
time it left the thrasher to tbe time it 
went into the hold of the vessel. This 
report shows the condensation on the 
grain as it runs ice cold from an eleva- 
tor of a warm day on the lake or ocean 
coast to be several per cent. The in- 
crease in weight of a carload of new 
wheat from the ranch in California to 
the port in Sau Francisco was enough, 
mere than to pay the freight. This 
factor of condensation will vary so 
much between the time of thrashing in 
August and selling in tbe spring that 
the farmer needs more accurate means 
of measuring and weighing for making 
the test 


When tbe granary is so tight, as to 


protect against any loss by vermin or 
thieves, it is safe to count on taking out 
as many pounds in February or March 
as we put in in August or September. 
The factor, however, that has concerned 
me more is tbe labor. I have sold from 
the thrasher, hauling direct to the ele- 
vator, and have stored it in tbe granary 
and for a short time on the bam floor, 
when I ccnld not get teams enough to 
haul to tbe elevator as fast as it was 
thrashed. Keeping an accurate.account 
of the cost of the two methods, I have 
concluded thnf there is a saving in la- 
bor of 5 cents a bushel by hauling at 
once to tbe elevator. If it should hap- 
pen that the wind, rats, fowls or men 
from neglect caused tbe grain to get BO 
dirty in bulk as to need cleaning with 
a fanning mill, then the cost is in- 
creased I or 2 cents. Unless one is sure 
of more than 5 cents' advance it is bet- 
ter to haul the grain to market as it 
comes from the thrasher, when we 
thrash from the shock or stack. If the 
grain is thrashed in the barn, the labor 
of sacking, loading and hauling the 
thrashed grain from stack or field is 
saved aud there is less gained by haul- 
ing direct from the machine to market.

Kebroska tests ar<- now being made in 
thorough tillage as a substitute for irri- 
gation.

The rise et M« to 1 of a cent pet 


pound 1st the prices of refined sugars 
which took place yesterday was 
prompt reminder to consumers ot the 
effeet of higher duties and tbe power 
of the sugar trust to manipulate 
prices at will. These advances wen 
nottbearst, aad probably will sot 
bathe last, to result tram the new 
tariff law. Prices have steadily crept 
upward ever since the sugar schedule 
in the tariff bill was first made pub 
lie: and they are now half a cent per 
pound above the early May level. 
Shrewd buyers have been anticipat- 
ing the rise, and to tike extent ot 
their financial capacity and con 
fidenee In tbe market they have 
loaded their warehouses with stocks 
for future distribution. 


The enormous advance haying may 


conduce a quieter condition of the 
refining trade until some ot the ac- 
cumulated supply shall have been 
absorbed by consumers. 
Tbe latter 


must pay whatever difference in cost 
•hall result from the increased duties, 
aad as much more as the tariff discrim- 
ination la favor of the trust shall 
enable it to extort. But a little time 
will be required to develop the price- 
lifting possibilities ot the compli- 
cated sugar schedule of the n«w law.

depend upco others for their ideas and 
opinions on the money question that tbe 
single gold standard of primary money 
must be the best thing for the people, 
because most of tho bankcTi and lich 
men who possess 'arge amonnta of mon- 
ey aro generally in favor of it.

The Nonar.us showed less 
gallantry. With them a woman had to 
accept, nor could che name a champion 
Her male opponent, however, was traricc 
to his waist in the earth. Armed with a 
club, he tried to strike ner us she- c 
cled around him, his weapon being 
ball of iron at the end of a conl. If he 
failed to touch her at the third attempt 
he was vanquished, which meant to 
him death with dishonor. 


Beocarin says that the reason so many 


duels were fought in Italy in the early 
daya is that where the law do*>s not af- 
ford protection one must look to single 
combat to retain the respect of one's 
fellow men. In the middle* ages the feroc- 
ity of Italian duels passes belief. "Any 
way of Farting an enemy to death 
('ogni mode') is good eucngh," says 
one of their writers. "When an Italian 
spares hia vanquished adversary," gayi

Melville, who acted at hw modeler, 
taking copies of tbe wall paintings in 
the mysterious abode of the ancient Co- 
ehitu in Cneva Pintada, or painted 
cave. This cave u only reached by 
roogh footholds cat in the side* of the 
almott perpendicular cliff which riset 
100 feet above the plain. The cave u 
at tbe top of the cliff. Profeaaor Starr 
will have a oomplete model made of 
this cave, the hutory of which is al- 
most entirely unknown, but which is

the fierce Cochitis.

tbe finest north of Mexico. The- sra 
done in rjd, black and white, with red 
predominating, and in this shade are 
done the painted deacriptknui of the 
kaobinaa, or sacred dances. For centu- 
ries this cavewaa tbe Mecca of tbe 
tribes dwelling southward and west- 
ward, and tbe Cochitis had lived in it 
many hundreds of years ago. Professor 
Starr dissents from the views of scans 
who eonneet the place with the Astee 
civilisation and claims that it was the 
exclusive dwelling place of theCocbitis, 
who, be believes, had nothing to do 
with the ancestors of Monteznma. 


A thousand feet above the Cueva Pin- 


tada rise the dizzy heights of tbe Potre- 
«o de las Vegas, and the scaling of these 
ramparts the anthropologist considers 
one of bis greatest feats. While not at 
all anxious to repeat the trip, it will 
bring important result*, as at tbe top of 
tbe mesa were found objects of untoW 
value to science and to history. The 
place overlook* the canyon of the Bio 
Grande and is practically impassable to 
animals of any kind except the moun- 
tain goat. The place used to be a pas- 
tare for tbe Mexican sheep, bnt upheav- 
als of nature have rendered tbe passage 
to tbe top extremely hazardous, even to

plaster easts of them, and this was 
lone, although not without heroic effort, 
«• water with which to mix the plaster 
had to be carried on the backs of the 
professor and his helpers front the can- 
yon below. The temperature was some- 
thing frightful and added not a little 
to the dangers of the undertaking. But 
the indomitable will aad courage cf the 
scientist carried the day aad the casts 
were finally mada They will ultimately 
be exhibited in the Walker museum of 
the university. 


Photographs of regions seldom, if 


ever, visited by white men were se- 
cured, and they were not expected. Pro- 
fessor Starr's main purpose in making 
his trip was to secure photographs of 
the Pueblo Indians, bnt the nonarrival 
of the official photographer turned bis 
attention to other channels. 
When, 


however, the photographer joined the 
party in the canyons of the Bio Grande, 
he made up for lost time and many ei 
cellent views were obtained. Lack of 
time alone prevented the professor from 
making a trip to the Mesa Eucantada, 
or Enchanted mesa, whose top is clouded 
in mysterious legends. 


Owing to the ignorance and supersti- 


tion of the Paeblo Indians and their 
sospicioju of everything done by the 
whites it was extremely difficult to get 
any reprodnetioas of their likenesses, 
bnt Professor Starr succeeded in secur- 
ing 16. The collection includes types of 
both sexes and all ages. They will be 
colored true to the shades of the origi- 
nals and will be on exhibition in the 
museum. The anthropologist says that 
be thinks the basts he has secured are 
the finest iu existence. He does not 
tbink that in the world there is a finer 
collection of busts of Indian tribes th:m 
those he has 8Si!«z»'offTi*ni?"irie Pnuoios. 
He also expects to secure two life size 
figures illustrating the national and 
sacred dance which is held annually in 
July. .Mr. Melville, the modeler, has 
been left in New Mexico in charge of 
the tnterprise, and he has instructions 
to proceed to San Felipe, Lagun and 
A com a for other models. 


Professor Starr expects to return to 


New Mexico in the fall, when he will 
also journey iato old Mexico.—New

The Chat Ncir has become so 
taaons that y« disappearance U an 
event of internet to all who have ever 
been to Pans and to many others ba- 
sidee. Perhaps its notoriety had some- 
thing to do with its decadence, lor if ir 
had not decayed the death of its owner 
would not have been sufficient to drive 
it out of exigence. 


Salis wan known as tbe geutilhomme- 


eabaretier, or gentleman innkeeper. He 
was the sou of a well to do distiller, 
and although not exactly of noble line- 
age he was a man of education and 
some literary taste. He certainly had 
more culture than is necessary for the 
ordinal., business of keeping a cafe. 
One of his tricks, by the way, was that 
of addressing his customers as "Mon- 
seignenr" or "My lord." 


The Chat Noir stood until recently ic 


the Rue Victor Masse in theQnartier 
Montmartre, a region inhabited by art- 
iste aad many other kinds of people hav- 
ing no relations with fashionable so- 
ciety. Salis prided himself on being a 
citizen of Montmartre and Having no 
knowledge of tbe respectable or Philis- 
tine quarters of Paris. 


On tbe exterior tbe Chat Noir was 


very fantastically decorated, presenting 
a mixture of antique features with 
others that were entirely original. The 
most striking feature about was a large 
figure of a black cat, the animal which 
gave its name to the establishment. 
This cat bad its tail erect and appeared 
to be suffering from excitement of an 
intense nature. The figure was stuck 
Just in the middle of the front of the 
building. Inside the emblem of the 
black cat appeared many times and in 
many forms. 


For many years Salis had attracted to 


his cafe singers, writers, poets and art 
ists cf all kinds. Many of them have 
gained great reputations iu France and 
eWn ottteide that country. 


Among thorn who entertained hid 


patron* was Aristide Bruant, who 
writes and rings songs of tbe low life 
of Paris that for blood curdling realism 
are itneqnaled by any compositions of 
the kind at the present day.

Chat Noir include Ooudean. Willette,

county, and George H. Kolker, for- 
merly chief clerk in the office of the 
clerk of tbe supreme court, and now 
deputy auditor of that county, repre- 
sent the county in the meeting. It 
has been the custom heretofore to 
give this whole valuation to these 
four counties, but this year the ap- 
praising board 
distributed it all 


along the line of the road. The four 
counties object to this. The railroad 
company is undoubtedly ia favpr of 
the change, as by it a large part of 
its property comes for taxation in 
counties where tbe rate is much 
lower than it ia in Cincinnati. 


On its side the point of law is made 


that this board has no jurisdiction; 
that it can only equalize appraise, 
ment as between different railways, 
not change the work of a board of ap- 
praisers as to the distribution of 
property valuation of one railroad 
company. 


ECONOMY OF LONG RUNS. 


A few weeks ago several western 


roads, particularly the Pennsylvania 
system, lengthened their locomotive 
runs. Tbe 0., H. & D and the Brie 
have made the same experiment to 
determine whether or not long runs 
are more economical. 


The management of some of the 


New England roads, following the 
example of some of the western 
roads, are giving the matter of loag 
runs for their locomotives considers 
ble attention. 
Tbe chief trouble 


seems to be that most of the roads 
are so short that unless an engine is 
sent over the line two or three times 
it cannot make a big run. In speak- 
ing of the economy claimed for long 
distance runs for locomotives, 0. A. 
McAlpine, 
superintendent of the 


motive power of the Old Colony 
lines, says he thinks "it is due more 
to the additional mileage obtained 
from the locomotives 
than from 


irng distance runs. Idle machinery 
earns no money; hence, the highest 
point of economy Is 
reached b; 


keeping it going, with such rests 
only aa may be necewary for proper 
care and maintenance 
In my opin- 


ion, the economical, continuous run 
for a coal-burning locomotive is not 
much in excess of 100 miles. At tbe 
end of such run the fire is not in con- 
dition to give the best results from 
the fuel. Bather than incrsase the 
length of continuous runa beyond th° 
above limit, I would advise devoting 
more attention to arrangement of 
train schedules, with a view to in- 
creasing the number of possible runs 
for eacD locomotive. Experience has 
shown great economy in this field."
